The work of Sophoclos depicts that 
evenness of style, that restraint and 
economy, that absence of cxaKgeratlon 
whioli is typical of Athens ut its height, 
lie Is incapable of faults of excess. 
True, he can never reach the heights 
of Aeschylus, but yet he avoided the 
other's pitfalls. Aeschylus is u poet, 
Sophocles is an anisi. lie is inipreuH- 
cd with man's fiitlli? struggle ngalnat 
forlunes. He reoognizea that man's 
fortunes are nol always in accord with 
their deserts, and about this theme he 
builds up his greatest plots. 

In technique and management ol 
plots ho is superior to his predecessor. 
Of llie seven extant plays of his, per- 
iiajra the most ouLstiTiiding are those 
dealing with the Oedipus saga. Of 
these, the most mature Is the Oedipus 
at Colunus written when the poet 
was almost 90 years of a(;e. Another 
and it may be tlie groaicsl play. Is the 
"Aniigonc" the tale of the ."iclf-sacrl- 
ficing maiden who accomplishes the 
burial rites of her brôther against 
tho will of Croon the king of Thebes. 

Tile punishment is death which An- 
tigone meets willingly. The great 
problem here is the. struggle of the 
sincere iioretic, tho one who would 
think for himself, against the edicts 
of society. 

The Oedipus Kex is the most perfect 
in coiiMlruclioii of all Grclc plays. The 
which, plot is fairly simple. Laliis and .lo- 
ot the' casta, king and queen of Thebes order 
a shepherd to expose on .Mount Clt- 
liucroii, their yaung babe, who ac- 
eordlng to a prophesy Is doomed to 
kill Ills father and marry his mother. 
The shepherd moved to pity gives him 
to a herdsman from Corinth and the 
child Is adopted by the childleas rulers 
of that city. 

Thus Oedipus grows up In utter Ig- 
iKirani e of his true parentage. Once, 
taunted by a companion, he henomcs 
suspicious and consulting the oraole. 
Is told that he Is doomed to kill h,'& 
father and wed his mother. In dismay 
he quits Corinth and In his flight
